Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  herewith  submit  to  you  the  report  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  1929. 

In  1928,  there  wras  a  small  natural  increase  of  population,  i.e., 
excess  of  births  over  deaths. 

In  1929,  however,  as  in  1926  and  1927  there  has  been  a  natural 
decrease  to  the  number  of  53. 

The  Registrar- General  has  estimated  that  the  actual  decrease 
is  310  so  that  in  the  last  two  years  the  population  has  shrunk  by  600. 

The  number  of  births— 13*3  per  thousand — is  the  lowest  of 
which  I  can  find  any  records,  and  is  lower  even  than  the  war  year 
of  1917. 

The  number  of  cases  of  both  notifiable  and  non-notifiable  infec¬ 
tious  diseases  has  been  exceedingly  small,  with  the  exception  of 
Scarlet  Fever.  Of  this  disease  36  cases  were  notified,  a  larger 
number  than  in  any  year  since  1910,  with  the  exception  of  1922, 
when  there  wTere  49  cases. 

The  work  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  continues 
to  increase.  Nearly  half  the  number  of  babies  born  in  1929  were 
brought  to  the  Clinic,  and  the  average  attendance  per  session,  viz. 
68,  was  a  considerable  increase  on  any  previous  year.  Both  the 
Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics  have  been  well  attended.  Under 
the  section  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  a  brief  summary  of  the 
results  of  treatment  by  ultra  violet  light  is  given. 

The  Council,  by  the  erection  of  56  more  houses  on  the  Rush- 
more  Estate,  have  utilised  all  the  land  available  on  this  site,  and 
negotiations  are  being  made  for  the  purchase  of  more  land  for  the 
further  development  of  their  housing  schemes. 

Leamington  Slum  Clearance,”  a  private  company,  have  built 
ten  more  houses,  making  the  total  number  erected  by  them  up  to 
the  present  to  18. 

What  is  most  encouraging,  however,  is  the  number  of  houses 
built  by  private  enterprise.  These  total  135,  of  which  121  have 
been  subsidised.  This  number  is  far  in  excess  of  any  previous 
year. 

I  have  to  record  one  change  in  the  Staff.  Miss  Masked 
resigned  her  post  as  School  Nurse  and  Health  Visitor,  and  was 
succeeded  by  Miss  Normington,  in  September. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  indebtedness  to  all  the  officials  of 
the  Corporation,  and  especially  to  my  own  colleagues  in  this 
department. 

I  have  also  received  great  help  from  the  Staff  of  the  Warneford 
Hospital,  and  also  from  the  Tubercolosis  Officer.

The  Borough  of  Royal  Leamington  Spa  is  situated  on  the 
adjacent  slopes  of  two  hills,  between  which  runs  the  river  Leam. 
Generally  speaking,  the  sub-soil  is  porous  and  is  composed  of  Sand 
and  Gravel ;  there  is  Clay  in  places. 


The  Climate  is  equable  and  well  suited  for  the  purpose  of  a 
residential  town  and  Spa,  the  prevailing  wind  being  West.  Further 
information  as  to  the  Meteorological  Conditions  is  given  at  the  end 
of  this  Report. 

The  town  itself,  especially  the  more  modern  part,  is  well 
planned  and  laid  out,  the  numerous  Forest  Trees  and  Pleasure 
Grounds  entitle  it  to  the  eminent  position  to  which  it  has  attained 
amongst  Inland  Watering  places. 


There  are  few  industries  in  the  Borough  ;  in  fact,  apart  from 
two  Factories,  the  population  is  mainly  concerned  in  supplying  the 
wants  of  Residents  or  Visitors.  Roughly  speaking,  one  may  divide 
the  population  into  the  following  classes  : — 

(1)  Those  who  reside  in  the  town  because  of  its  natural  advan¬ 
tages,  and  who  are  in  a  position  to  reside  in  any  other  town  should 
they  consider  it  more  desirable. 

(2)  Those  who  reside  in  Leamington  Spa  and  travel  daily  to 
the  neighbouring  industrial  centres  of  Coventry  and  Birmingham. 
The  number  of  these  has  been  increased  very  considerably  during 
recent  years,  and  they  influence  to  a  serious  extent  the  problem  of 
house  shortage. 
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(3)  Those  who  supply  the  wants  of  Inhabitants  and  Visitors  to 
the  Spa. 

(4)  Visitors  who  come  to  the  Spa  in  search  of  health.  The 
number  of  these  fluctuates  according  to  the  time  of  the  year,  being 
greatest  in  the  Spring  and  Autumn. 

There  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  patients 
attending  the  Pump  Room  for  various  forms  of  medical  treatment 
since  the  remodelling  of  this  establishment. 

The  great  improvement  obtained  by  the  installation  of  a  new 
filtering  apparatus  for  the  w7ater  in  the  swimming  baths— of  which 
there  are  two,  one  for  men,  one  for  women — has,  judging  by  the 
vastly  increased  attendances,  proved  most  successful.

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MARRIAGES. 

The  number  of  Marriages  during  the  year  was  186.  This 
includes  all  marriages  in  the  Churches  and  all  marriages  in  the 
Chapels  having  an  authorised  parson  ;  but  with  regard  to  marriages 
registered  by  the  Registrar,  only  including  those  where  one  of  the 
contracting  parties  resided  in  Leamington.  If  we  could  claim  them 
all,  the  marriage  rate  would  be  6*3  per  1,000  living. 

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  Deaths  registered  in  this  district  during  1929 
was  457.  Of  these,  94  were  deaths  of  non-residents.  On  the  other 
hand,  84  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the  Borough  were  registered 
elsewhere.  The  figures  thus  corrected,  the  nett  number  of  deaths 
belonging  to  the  Borough  was  447,  giving  a  Death-rate  of  15'1  per 
1,000. 

The  necessity  for  the  correction  of  the  Death-rate  according  to 
the  age  and  sex  constitution  of  the  population  is  a  matter  of  some 
importance.  The  Registrar-General  has  accordingly,  calculated 
a  “Standardizing  Factor”  based  on  the  census  of  1921  for  each 
Urban  and  Rural  District  with  a  population  over  10,000.  The 
factor  in  Leamington  is  ’762  which  gives  for  the  Town  a  corrected 
Death-rate  of  1T50.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  BOROUGH. 

HOSPITALS  PROVIDED  OR  SUBSIDISED  BY  THE 
LOCAL  AUTHORITY . 

A(l)  Fever.  Heathcote  Hospital,  situated  in  the  Borough  of 
Warwick,  is  under  the  control  of  the  Joint  Hospital  Board  and 
serves  the  needs  of  the  Boroughs  of  Leamington  and  Warwick,  the 
Urban  District  of  Kenilworth,  and  the  Rural  District  of  Warwick. 

There  are  83  beds  available  in  the  Hospital,  which  was  built  in 
1888.  -  ^ 

(2)  Smallpox.  Fosse  Road  Hospital,  also  under  the  Joint 
Hospital  Board,  is  situated  about  4  miles  from  the  Town,  near 
Harbury,  and  has  accommodation  for  18  patients. 

Under  an  agreement,  cases  are  also  admitted  here  from  Southam 
and  Daventry. 

B(l)  Tuberculosis.  The  general  control  of  Tuberculosis  is 
under  the  Warwickshire  County  Council. 

Cases  of  Pulmonary  disease  from  Leamington  are  usually  sent 
to  the  Memorial  Hospital,  Hertford  Hill,  where  the  number  of  beds 
has  been  increased  from  150  to  190.  Non-Pulmonary  cases  to  the 
Warneford  or  some  other  recognised  Hospital. 

(2)  Maternity.  A  Scheme  is  in  force  whereby,  on  a  fixed  pay¬ 
ment  per  head  by  the  Borough,  necessitous  cases  or  cases  of 
difficult  labour  are  admitted  to  the  Warneford  Hospital  on  a 
recommendation  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

In  addition,  under  the  Public  Health  (Notification  of  Puerperal 
Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia)  Regulations,  1926,  the  following 
facilities  have  been  arranged  and  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
for  practitioners  in  the  Borough  : 

(a)  Mr.  G.  G.  Alderson,  F.R.C.S.,  has  been  appointed  Obstetric 

Specialist  for  cases  in  which  a  consultation  is  desired. 

(b)  Should  in-patient  treatment  be  required,  patients  will  be 

admitted  to  the  Warneford  Hospital  under  the 

Council’s  Scheme. 
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(c)  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  examination  of 

blood  or  lochia  and,  if  necessary  a  vaccine  prepared. 

(d)  Provision  has  been  made  for  the  Home  Nursing  of  patients’ 

and  the  services  of  a  nurse  will  be  available  if  required. 

(3)  Children.  There  is  no  special  Children’s  Hospital,  but 
there  is  a  special  ward  for  19  patients  in  the  Warneford  Hospital. 

(4)  Orthopaedic.  These  cases  are  treated  at  the  Warneford 
Hospital. 

OTHER  HOSPITALS ,  etc. 

(5)  Warwick  Union  and  Poor  Law  Hospital.  This  is  situated 
in  the  Borough  of  Warwick. 

(6)  The  Warneford  Leamington  and.  South  Warwickshire  General 
Hospital  and  Bathing  Institution.  There  are  131  beds  allotted  as 
follows  : — Medical,  37  ;  Surgical,  54  ;  Children,  19  ;  Maternity,  9  ; 
Isolation,  4  ;  Cubicles  for  paying  patients,  8. 

(7)  Midland  Counties  Home  for  Incurables.  The  object  of  this 
Institution  is  “  to  give  relief  by  admission  to  the  Home  or  by 
pensions  to  persons  of  good  character  who  are  suffering  from  chronic 
or  incurable  diseases,  or  incapacity  owing  to  injury  or  wounds.” 

There  are  three  classes  of  patients,  viz. :  (l)  Paying  Patients, 
(2)  Free  Patients,  (3)  Pensioners.  The  number  of  Pensioners 
is  64  who  each  receive  £'20  per  annum. 

The  number  of  those  accommodated  in  this  institution  in  1929 
was  112,  of  whom  50  were  free  and  62  paying  patients. 

(8)  The  Provident  Dispensary ,  38,  Holly  Walk.  This,  as  its 
name  implies,  is  partly  supported  by  the  contributions  of  its  mem¬ 
bers. 


(9)  “  Sunshine  House."  A  Home  for  Blind  Babies  supported 

by  the  National  Institution  for  the  Blind,  has  room  for  30  children, 
who  are  admitted  up  to  5  years  of  age.  There  is  a  certificated 
teacher  and  the  Home  receives  a  Grant  from  the  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion. 
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Institutional  Provision  for  Unmarried  Mothers ,  Illegitimate  Infants , 

and  Homeless  Children . 

As  regards  Institutional  treatment  for  Unmarried  Mothers, 
cases  of  difficult  labour  are  admitted  to  the  Warneford  Hospital 
under  the  Council’s  Scheme  as  is  the  case  with  Married  Women. 
There  is  also  an  excellent  Maternity  Ward  at  the  Warwick  Poor 
Law  Union  Hospital. 

Homeless  Children  taken  under  the  care  of  the  Guardians  are 
usually  drafted  to  one  of  the  Scattered  Homes  for  Children,  of  which 
there  are  3  in  Leamington,  and  which  are  capable  of  accommodating 

12  boys  and  24  girls. 

The  Church  of  England  Waifs’  and  Strays’  Homes  have  a 
Branch  at  “  St  Anne’s,”  Warwick  New  Road,  for  30  girls  who  are 
admitted  between  the  ages  of  5  and  14  years.  After  this  they  are 
kept  for  a  further  2  years  for  training  as  Domestic  Servants. 

Similarly,  “  St.  Michael’s  Home,”  Charlotte  Street,  under  the 
care  of  the  Sisters  of  Clewer,  takes  in  between  50  and  55  girls  of 

13  years  of  age  and  upwards  for  the  same  purpose. 

Both  these  homes  admit  much  the  same  class  of  child,  viz.  : 
illegitimate,  orphaned,  or  removed  from  bad  home  surroundings. 
Local  children,  for  obvious  reasons,  are  not  accepted,  but  sent  to 
some  other  town. 

A  voluntary  organisation,  The  Leamington  and  Warwick  Girls’ 
Shelter  Association,  has  for  some  years  done  much  excellent  Rescue 
Work.  During  the  past  }mar  107  cases  were  dealt  with.  48  cases 
were  admitted  to  the  Shelter  and  8  were  sent  to  Training  Homes  in 
different  parts  of  the  Country,  and  26  were  placed  in  domestic 
service.  The  Shelter  is  situated  at  6,  Church  Hill.  It  is  in  charge 
of  a  Lady  Superintendent  and  is  capable  of  taking  in  4  girls. 

Foster  children,  to  the  number  of  15,  have  been  regularly 
visited  by  the  Health  Visitors. 


4  MBU LANCE  FACILITIES . 

(a)  For  Infections  Cases.  All  these  are  removed  by  Ambulance 
kept  at  Heathcote  and  maintained  by  the  Joint  Hospital  Board. 
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( b )  For  Non- Infections  and  Accident  Cases.  The  Corporation 
maintain  a  Motor  Ambulance.  It  is  kept  at  the  Fire  Station  and  is 
in  charge  of  the  Police.  It  is  available  for  all  accidents  and  also 
for  the  removal  of  patients  to  or  from  the  Hospital,  not  only  in  the 
Borough,  but  also  for  cases  within  a  radius  of  15  miles.  In  addition, 
there  are  three  Police  hand  Ambulances,  kept  at  the  High  Street 
and  Union  Road  Police  Stations  and  at  the  Town  Hall.

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PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

The  Local  Authority  have  an  arrangement  with  the  Leamington 
and  District  Nursing  Association  (affiliated  to  the  Queen  Victoria 
Nursing  Association,  London),  whereby  on  the  payment  of  a  retain¬ 
ing  fee  of  2T20,  and  6d.  a  visit,  a  Nurse  is  available  to  look  after  cases 
of  Pneumonia,  Measles,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  etc.,  in  their 
own  homes. 

This  Association  is  also  available  for  all  members  ( i.e .,  Box- 
Holders)  who  pay  2d.  per  week  (this  sum  covering  Father,  Mother, 
and  all  Children  up  to  16  years  of  age,  also  for  non-members  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  4  weeks  at  3/-  per  week. 

Members  of  the  Provident  Dispensary,  Old  Age  Pensioners, 
and  persons  receiving  Parish  Relief,  are  entitled  to  the  services  of 
the  Nurses  without  payment. 

MIDWIVES. 

These  are  under  the  control  of  the  Warwickshire  County 
Council.  At  the  present  time  there  are  7  qualified  Midwives 
practising  in  the  Town. 

In  addition  there  are  13  Nurses  connected  with  various  Nurs¬ 
ing  Homes  holding  the  C.M.B.  Certificate,  who  attend  occasional 
cases. 

Pupils  are  trained  at  the  Warneford  Hospital  and  under  the 
Queen’s  Jubilee  Midwifery  Nurse. 

MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES. 

In  September,  1928,  the  powers  under  the  Nursing  Homes 
Registration  Act,  1927,  were  delegated  by  the  County  Council  to 
the  Borough  Council. 

On  January  1st,  1929,  there  were  9  homes  on  the  register. 
Three  more  (including  the  Warneford  Hospital)  were  registered 
during  the  year,  and  one  was  closed. 

Of  these,  two  Homes  are  for  maternity  cases  only.  Four  for 
other  than  maternity  cases  only,  and  the  remainder  take  in  all  types 
of  cases. 

The  Home  for  Incurables  and  the  Sunshine  Home  for  Blind 
Babies  have  been  exempted  from  registration. 
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MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

There  were  two  deaths  of  women  dying  in  or  in  consequence  of 
child-birth  during  the  year. 

CHEMICAL  WORK. 

The  Analysts  appointed  for  the  Borough  are  Messrs.  Bostock 
Hill  &  Rigby,  of  Birmingham.  Samples  from  the  two  sources  of 
Water  supply  for  the  Borough  are  examined  quarterly  ;  other  samples 
as  need  may  arise. 

Their  work  also  includes  the  examination  of  all  samples  taken 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER. 

The  Water  supply  of  the  town  is  derived  from  two  sources, 

(a)  The  Lillington  Well  on  the  Rugby  Road,  and,  (b)  The  Campion 

Terrace  Well,  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  from  the  centre  of  the 
town. 

A  detailed  description  of  these  wells  was  included  in  the  report 
for  1925. 

The  extra  supply  of  water  obtained  from  the  new  heading 
driven  in  1925  seems  to  be  well  maintained,  but  it  appears  probable 
that  in  the  near  future  it  will  be  necessary  to  take  steps  to  augment 
the  present  yield. 

Samples  were  submitted  for  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examination  quarterly  and  all  proved  satisfactory,  though  as  obtains 
throughout  a  great  part  of  Warwickshire  the  degree  of  hardness  was 
very  high. 
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For  the  distribution  of  the  water-supply  for  domestic  purposes, 
some  42  miles  of  mains  have  been  laid.  During  the  year  a  further 
1320  yards  of  new  town  water  mains  have  been  laid.

RIVERS. 

The  River  Leam,  which  runs  through  the  middle  of  the  town, 
rises  in  Northamptonshire  and  is  joined  by  the  Itchen  near  Marton, 
passes  through  Offchurch  and  Leamington,  and  joins  the  Avon 
between  the  Portobello  and  Warwick  Bridges.  The  river  Avon 
forms  the  western  boundary  of  the  town  for  a  little  over  half-a-mile. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE. 

A  full  report  of  the  New  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme,  which  is  by 
means  of  Settlement  Tanks  and  Filters  on  land  at  Fleathcote,  which 
was  begun  in  July,  1927,  and  completed  in  December,  1928,  was 
contained  in  last  year’s  report. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  cottages  in  the  Lillington  district, 
the  houses  throughout  the  town  are  supplied  with  water  closets. 


SCAVENGING. 

Horse-drawn  four-wheeled  wagons  for  the  removal  of  refuse 
was  abolished  in  1926,  and  replaced  by  Fordson  tractors  and 
trailers. 

This  method  of  removal  has  proved  most  satisfactory  and 
considerably  more  economical  than  the  old  system. 

Approximately  8,269  tons  of  refuse  were  destroyed. 
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SCHOOLS. 

There  are  nine  Public  Elementary  Schools — of  which  four  are 
non-provided — in  the  Borough.  Also  two  Secondary  Schools,  one  for 
boys  and  one  for  girls.  These  are  all  adequately  provided  with 
water  from  the  town  supply. 

Exclusion  from  school  in  the  case  of  infectious  disease  is  on  the 
lines  of  the  Memorandum  on  Closing  of,  or  Exclusion  from  School, 
1927. 

Great  assistance  has  been  given  by  teachers  not  only  in  the  case 
non -notifiable  infectious  diseases,  but  in  seeing  that  children  needing 
treatment  attend  the  Clinic.

matter  and  excessive  amount 

of  extraneous  dirt. 
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One  sample  of  Milk  was  found  to  be  deficient  of  20%  of  fat. 
This  appeared  to  be  due  to  bad  manipulation  by  the  vendor,  and  he 
was  cautioned.  Two  subsequent  samples  from  this  vendor  were 
found  to  be  genuine,  and  of  very  good  quality. 

One  sample  of  Milk  was  found  to  contain  12%  of  added  water, 
and  in  addition  to  be  deficient  of  16%  of  fat.  In  consequence,  the 
Sampling  Officer  for  the  County  Council  was  requested  to  take  a 
formal  sample  from  the  farmer  from  whom  this  Milk  was  obtatned. 
This  sample  was  taken  at  the  point  of  delivery  to  the  vendor  and 

although  the  Milk  was  slightly  below  the  limit  in  fat,  there  was  no 

% 

trace  of  added  water.  The  vendor  of  this  sample  appeared  before 
the  Health  Committee  and  was  cautioned. 

Six  samples  of  Milk  proved  to  be  below  the  limit  in  fat,  four 
being  deficient  of  6%  and  two  deficient  of  3%.  Further  samples 
were  taken  from  these  vendors  and  with  the  exception  of  one  were 
found  to  be  genuine.  One  was  still  slightly  below  the  limit,  viz., 
2*9% — the  legal  limit  being  3%.  This  vendor  was  cautioned  as  to 
future  supplies. 

One  sample  of  Milk  proved  to  be  4j%  below  the  legal  limit  of 
8*5%  for  Non-Fatty  Solids.  Two  samples  from  the  farmer  who 
supplied  the  Milk  were  found  to  contain  7%  and  2%  of  added  water 
respectively.  Your  Sampling  Officer  visited  the  premises  of  this 
farmer  and  witnessed  the  milking  of  the  herd  of  cattle  which  con¬ 
sisted  of  15  cows.  A  sample  of  the  mixed  Milk  of  six  cows  (about 
5  gallons)  was  taken,  a  further  sample  of  the  Milk  of  the  remaining 
nine  (about  1 1  gallons)  and  also  a  sample  of  the  mixed  Milk  of  the 
whole  herd.  The  sample  from  the  six  cows  was  deficient  in  Non- 

Fatty  Solids  to  an  extent  equal  to  7%  of  water  above  the  normal. 

The  sample  from  the  nine  cows  was  of  very  good  quality  (4%  of  fat, 
and  9%  of  solids-not-fat)  and  the  mixed  milk  of  the  whole  herd 

proved  to  be  genuine.  It  was  found  that  the  farmer  had  not  been 

mixing  the  milk  of  all  the  cows  previous  to  the  sale. 

One  sample  of  Milk  contained  5%  of  added  water,  but  at  the 
time  of  purchase  the  vendor  intimated  that  he  had  just  received  three 
gallons  of  Milk  from  the  farmer  referred  to  above  and  that  the 
sample  in  question  was  taken  from  that  Milk.  A  subsequent 
sample  from  this  vendor  proved  to  be  genuine. 
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Another  sample,  which  proved  to  contain  7%  of  added  water 
was  found  to  have  come  from  the  farmer  referred  to  above  as  was 
also  a  subsequent  sample  from  the  same  vendor  which  was  slightly 
below  the  limits  in  non-fatty  solids. 

The  attention  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  distsict  in  which 
the  herd  referred  to  above  is  kept,  was  called  to  the  very  poor 
quality  of  the  Milk  yielded  by  these  cattle. 

One  informal  sample  of  Cream  was  found  to  contain  0*3%  (21 
grains  per  lb.)  of  Boric  Acid,  and  a  further  formal  sample  from  the 
same  vendor  proved  to  contain  0*3%  of  Boric  Acid.  A  sample  taken 
in  course  of  delivery  from  a  firm  of  wholesalers  to  this  vendor  was 
found  to  contain  0*4%  of  Boric  Acid.  The  wholesalers  alleged  that 
the  Cream  had  been  obtained  from  Ireland.  Your  Sampling  Officer 
requested  the  Officer  of  the  district  in  which  the  wholesaler’s 
premises  are  situated,  to  take  a  sample  in  course  of  delivery,  and 
three  samples  so  taken  were  found  to  be  genuine.  Subsequent  sam¬ 
ples  taken  from  three  vendors  in  this  Borough  who  had  obtained  the 
Cream  from  the  wholesalers  referred  to,  proved  to  be  genuine,  and 
free  from  preservative. 

The  samples  of  Butter  and  Margarine  were  all  found  to  be 
genuine  and  free  from  preservatives.  The  moisture  contents  varied 
from  11*5%  to  13*9%. 

One  informal  sample  of  Sausage  contained  70  parts  per  million 
of  sulphur  dioxide  but  a  general  declaration  was  found  to  be  displayed 
in  the  shop.  It  is  permissible  to  use  this  preservative  to  the  extent 
of  450  parts  per  million  provided  that  a  declaration  of  the  presence 
is  made  to  the  purchaser  either  by  a  label  on  the  sample  or  by  means 
of  a  notice  prominently  displayed  in  the  shop.  A  subsequent  sample 
proved  to  be  genuine. 

One  informal  sample  of  Wine  sold  as  non-alcoholic  wine  con¬ 
tained  17%  of  proof  spirit.  On  an  attempt  to  obtain  a  formal  sample 
being  made,  the  vendor  declared  that  the  Wine  was  not  sold  as  non¬ 
alcoholic  wine. 

All  the  samples  of  Drugs  were  found  to  be  of  B.P.  quality. 

The  samples  of  Flour  were  examined  for  the  presence  of 
bleaching  agents  and  poisonous  metals  and  the  results  in  each  case 
were  negative.

FABRICS  (MISDESCRIPTION)  ACTS,  1913. 

No  cases  were  discovered  where  Shopkeepers  were  misleading 
the  Public  with  regard  to  the  sale  of  inflammable  material. 


NATIONAL  RAT  WEEK. 

The  annual  campaign  against  rats  was  carried  out  as  usual. 

Leaflets  and  Notices  urging  co-operation  in  this  work  were  sent 
to  all  Food  Shops  and  Premises  where  rats  were  known  or  suspected 
to  exist.  Three  notices  were  inserted  in  the  local  Press  calling  the 
attention  of  the  Public  to  their  obligations  under  the  Rats  and  Mice 
(Destruction)  Act. 

In  the  sewers  4,647  baits  were  laid  at  302  different  points,  and 
a  re-inspection  of  2,347  of  these  baits  showed  that  1,894  or  approxi¬ 
mately  80’7%  had  been  taken.  The  bait  used  was  Red  Squill  Biscuits. 

From  a  number  of  visits  paid  to  premises  suspected  of  harbouring 
rats  it  was  found  that,  generally  speaking,  the  Borough  is  free  from 
any  badly  infested  areas. 

The  recent  extensive  alterations  at  the  Sewage  and  Destructor 
Works  have  practically  caused  the  abatement  of  the  rat  nuisance 
which  previously  existed.

The  taking  and  reading  of  Meteorological  conditions  in  the 
Borough  has  been  continued  morning  and  evening  throughout  the 
year.  The  following  instruments  are  in  use  : —

The  Station  is  recognised  by  the  Meteorological  Office.  A 
monthly  report  was  sent  throughout  the  year,  and  evening  reports 
were  sent  by  telegram.  On  Sundays  the  report  is  telephoned  to 
Birmingham,  and  then  telegraphed  from  there  to  London. 


EXTREMES  FOR  THE  YEAR. 

BAROMETER. — The  highest  reading  (corrected  to  32°  F. 
and  Mean  Sea  Level)  was  30’87  on  9th  January.  The  lowest 
reading  was  28‘92  on  5th  December. 
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TEMPERATURE. — The  highest  temperature  recorded  in 
the  shade  during  the  year  was  85°  on  the  16th  July,  and  the 
absolute  minimum  was  9°  on  15th  February.  The  mean  maximum 
for  the  year  was  54*0  and  the  mean  minimum  for  the  year  40’ 1. 

SUNSHINE. — As  will  be  seen  from  Table  XIII.,  there  were 
1472’4  hours  of  bright  sunshine  during  the  year.  This  gives  a  daily 
average  of  4’0  hours.  lire  maximum  sunshine  for  one  day  was 
14’8  hours  on  15th  July.  The  month  yielding  the  most  sunshine 
was  May,  with  224'8  hours,  a  daily  mean  of  7‘2  hours. 

RAINFALL. — During  the  year  23*05  inches  of  rain  fell, 
distributed  over  143  days.  The  wettest  month  during  1929  was 
November  with  6*12  inches,  which  were  distributed  over  21  days. 
May  was  the  driest  month,  with  only  0*07  in.  of  rain,  which  was 
distributed  over  2  days. 


MONTHLY  NOTES. 

JANUARY. — The  maximum  temperature  was  54°  on  the  30th, 
and  the  minimum  was  21°  on  the  27th.  The  lowest  daily  maximum 
was  33°  on  the  6th,  and  the  highest  daily  minimum  was  44°  on  the 
31st.  16  ground  frosts  were  registered  during  the  month.  The  total 

rainfall  for  the  month  was  0*84  ins.,  distributed  over  15  days.  The 
prevailing  wind  was  north-east.  Snow  fell  on  four  days. 

FEBRUARY. — The  maximum  and  minimum  shade  tempera¬ 
tures  were  52°  on  the  1st,  and  9°  on  the  15th  respectively.  The 
lowest  daily  maximum  was  26°  on  the  13th,  and  the  highest 
minimum  46°  on  the  1st.  The  total  rainfall  was  0*35  ins.,  distri¬ 
buted  over  7  days.  The  prevailing  wind  was  east.  There  were 
22  ground  frosts.  Snow  fell  on  three  da}^. 

MARCH. — The  maximum  shade  temperature  for  the  month 
was  68°  on  the  27th,  and  the  minimum  was  16°  on  the  1st.  The 
lowest  daily  maximum  was  39°  on  the  15th,  and  the  highest  daily 
minimum  was  46°  on  the  22nd.  Rain  fell  on  2  days  only,  amounting 
to  0’07  ins.  The  prevailing  wind  was  north-east.  There  were  23 
ground  frosts.  139*4  hours  of  sunshine  were  recorded  during  the 
month. 
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APRIL. — The  maximum  shade  temperature  was  70°  on  the 
19th,  and  the  minimum  was  26°  on  the  6th.  The  lowest  maximum 
was  39°  on  the  11th,  and  the  highest  minimum  was  51°  on  the  18th. 
Rain  fell  on  10  days,  and  totalled  0‘88  ins.  The  prevailing  wind 
was  north-east.  Snow  and  sleet  fell  on  the  12th.  There  were  12 
ground  frosts. 


MAY. — The  maximum  shade  temperature  for  the  month  was 
77°  on  the  23rd.  The  lowest  temperature  was  34°  on  the  3rd. 
7  ground  frosts  recorded.  Rain  fell  on  13  days,  and  totalled  1'97 
inches.  The  lowest  daily  maximum  was  52°  on  the  1st,  and  the 
highest  minimum  was  55°  on  the  24th.  Hail  fell  on  14th.  The 
prevailing  wind  was  south-west.  A  thunder  storm  occurred  on  the 
26th.  224‘8  hours  of  bright  sunshine  were  recorded,  or  a  daily 

average  of  7*25  hours.  14’6  hours,  14*3  hours,  and  14’0  were 
recorded  on  the  19th,  20th,  and  21st  respectively. 


JUNE. — This  month  yielded  187*6  hours  of  sunshine.  Rain 
fell  on  13  days,  and  totalled  1*19  inches.  The  maximum  shade  tem¬ 
perature  for  the  month  was  74°  on  the  19th,  and  the  minimum  39°  on 
the  5th  and  26th.

Control  of  Tuberculosis. — Our  work  continues  to  be  of 
the  same  character  as  in  past  years.  Sputum  flasks  and  disin¬ 
fectants  are  supplied  on  application,  and  the  disinfection  of 
premises  is  carried  out  whenever  a  patient  dies  or  removes  to 
another  house. 

Treatment. — This  work  comes  principally  under  the  County 
Scheme.  16  (4  males  and  12  females)  cases  have  been  sent  to 
Sanatoria — 15  to  Hertford  Hill  and  1  to  Manfield  Orthopaedic 
Hospital.  3  other  patients  were  treated  at  Warwick  Infirmary,  and 
9  at  Warneford  Hospital. 
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As  in  previous  years,  I  am  greatly  indebted  to  the  Assistant 
Tuberculosis  Officer  (Dr.  Cyriax)  for  his  kindness  and  help,  more 
especially  in  the  examination  of  suspected  cases  among  School 
Children. 

388  visits  were  paid  to  Tuberculosis  cases  by  the  Health 
Visitors.  17  cases  were  notified  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  and  18 
other  cases  notified  during  1928  were  attending  the  Dispensary.

DISINFECTION  OF  PREMISES,  BEDDING,  ETC. 

PREMISES. — The  disinfection  of  premises  is  carried  out  after 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Enteric  Fever,  Diphtheria,  and  any  other 
cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  where  the  medical  practitioner 
especially  desires  disinfection.  Also  after  deaths  from  notifiable  and 
non-notifiable  diseases  and  other  cases  if  deemed  necessary. 

The  two  main  methods  adopted  for  the  disinfection  of  rooms  are 
by  gaseous  and  liquid  disinfectants.  As  to  which  method  is  used  is 
a  matter  of  expediency. 

Formalin  gas  is  used  for  the  former  and  for  liquid  disinfection 
a  formalin  spray  is  used. 


CLOTHING. — This  is  carried  out  at  the  Corporation  Disinfecting 
Station.  Infected  clothing,  etc.,  is  removed  by  a  special  van  before 
the  disinfection  of  the  premises. 

A  Washington-Lyons  disinfecting  apparatus  is  used  for  this 
work.  Leather  goods,  etc.,  which  do  not  stand  disinfection  by  steam, 
are  set  aside  and  treated  either  by  the  gaseous  method  or  the  formalin 
spray. 

Books  are  subjected  to  formalin  vapour.

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HOUSING. 

During  the  year,  191  new  houses  were  completed,  this  being 
nearly  double  the  number  budt  in  the  previous  year. 

Of  these,  56 — all  of  the  non-parlour  type — have  been  erected 
on  the  Rushmore  Estate  by  the  Corporation  and  the  land  has  now 
been  completely  built  on.  Of  the  135  houses  erected  by  private 
enterprise,  121 — including  10  provided  by  the  Leamington  Slum 
Clearance  Society — -have  received  the  subsidy. 

The  total  number  of  Corporation  houses  is  416,  viz. : —

During  the  year  10  closing  orders  were  made,  and  1  was  deter¬ 
mined.  1  house  was  voluntarily  demolished,  and  11  demolition 
orders  were  made. 

The  Corporation  are  contemplating  the  purchase  of  some  17 
acres  of  land  for  the  development  of  a  building  site,  and  this  should 
provide  for  the  erection  of  another  200  houses. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  total  number  of  babies  brought  to  the  infant  clinic  was  353 
of  whom  180  had  been  born  during  the  course  of  the  year,  represent¬ 
ing  48%  of  all  babies  born  in  this  town  in  1929. 

The  weighings  numbered  3423  and  the  average  attendance 
was  68. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  an  Ultra  Violet  Apparatus  was 
installed  at  the  Clinic. 

The  type  of  lamp  used  is  a  K.B.B.  Heliorite  Stand  Lamp,  with 
atmospheric  Q.M.V.  burner,  230  volts  direct  current.

Except  of  special  local  conditions  routine  treatment  consisted 
of  an  exposure  of  the  whole  body,  back  and  front,  at  a  distance  of  3 
feet,  twice  a  week. 

The  initial  exposure  varied  from  1  to  3  minutes  which  was 
increased  to  a  maximum  of  8  minutes. 

16  children  varying  in  ages  from  1  month  to  2\  years,  were 
treated,  and  the  cases  briefly  summarised: —

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Owing  to  the  small  number  under  treatment,  it  is  impossible  to 
form  an  opinion  of  any  value  as  to  the  effect  of  artificial  sunlight 
alone  on  these  cases,  more  especially  as  errors  and  defects  of  diet 
were  remedied  as  far  as  possible,  cod  liver  oil  and  malt  prescribed 
and  splints  applied  in  cases  of  Rickets  when  considered  advisable. 
In  addition,  also,  mothers  were  urged  to  keep  their  children  out-of- 
doors  as  far  as  possible — a  measure  which  was  rendered  easier 
owing  to  the  extremely  good  weather  last  summer.  As  will  be  seen 
from  the  notes  on  the  cases,  a  certain  number  of  children  did  not 
complete  the  three  months’  course  of  treatment  aimed  at,  owing  to 
slackness  or  some  other  reason  on  the  part  of  the  parent. 

My  personal  impression  is  that  in  certain  cases,  the  treatment 
did  good,  and  in  several  instances  the  mothers  of  the  children  under 
treatment  seemed  definitely  to  consider  that  benefit  had  been  derived.

VISITING. 

During  the  year,  2,758  visits  were  paid  to  348  babies,  and  1,175 
to  older  children,  and  also  379  to  older  people. 

The  card  records  of  conditions  found  show  the  following : — 
Breast  fed,  218  ;  partly  breast  fed,  88 ;  and  bottle  fed,  42. 

23  children  survived  only  24  hours;  13  were  stillborn,  and  20 
were  not  visited. 

188  visits  were  paid  to  expectant  mothers. 

Of  368  births  reported,  121  were  attended  by  Medical  Practi¬ 
tioners,  and  247  by  Midwives. 

As  regards  children  from  2  years  old  up  to  school  age  arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  made  whereby  they  are  visited  quarterly  during 
the  3rd  and  4th  years  and  twice  during  the  5th  year. 
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INFANT  FEEDING. 

As  empowered  by  the  Milk  (Mothers’  and  Children’s)  Order 
the  Council  has  continued  to  supply  Glaxo  on  special  terms. 

A  scale  of  income,  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry  of  Ftealth,  has 
been  drawn  up  for  the  free  distribution,  or  sale  at  reduced  price,  of 
Glaxo,  and  under  this  arrangement  2,415  lbs.  of  Glaxo  have  been 
sold  at  cost  price  and  854  lbs.  have  been  given  away  free. 

Under  the  above  Order  also,  the  Council  has  made  arrange¬ 
ments  to  give  dinners  to  poor  expectant  mothers,  and  203  dinners 
in  17  cases  have  been  so  provided. 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  once  again  due  to  those  who 
have  assisted  voluntarily  at  the  Clinic,  and  also  to  the  subscribers 
to  the  Infant  Health  Society,  whose  generosity  has  permitted  of 
the  free  distribution  of  Milk,  Virol,  and  Lactagol  to  necessitous 
and  deserving  cases. 


MATERNITY  CASES. 

Under  the  arrangement  entered  into  between  the  Council  and 
the  Warneford  Hospital,  whereby  on  payment  of  an  annual  fee, 
together  with  a  fixed  charge  per  head,  3  beds  are  retained  for 
maternity  cases,  12  women  were  admitted  for  confinement.  The 
average  length  of  stay  in  hospital  for  these  cases  was  15  days.  As 
suggested  in  the  Circular,  “Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  4,”  these 
cases  are  confined  to  two  classes:  (l)  Cases  of  Difficult  Labour; 
(2)  Cases  of  Normal  Labour  where  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is 
of  opinion  that  the  home  conditions  are  unsuitable. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  increased  use  has  been  made  of  the 
Ante-Natal  Clinic  organised  in  connection  with  the  Warneford 
Hospital. 

Mr.  Alderson,  the  surgeon  in  charge  of  the  obstetric  department 
examines  expectant  mothers  on  the  1st  and  3rd  Fridays  of  each 
month.  A  large  majority  of  the  cases  referred  to  the  Hospital  under 
the  Council’s  scheme  were  first  seen  not  later  than  the  6th  month 
of  pregnancy. 
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The  Post-Natal  clinic  has,  I  am  glad  to  say,  been  well  attended. 
All  mothers  whose  confinement  takes  place  in  the  Warneford  Hos¬ 
pital,  under  the  Council’s  scheme,  are  required  to  attend  the  Hospital 
for  examination  between  3  and  4  weeks  after  they  have  been 
discharged. 

In  this  way  it  is  hoped  that  any  complication  or  ill-effects 
resulting  from  child-bearing  will  be  recognised  and  rectified  at  as 
early  a  date  as  possible,  and  thereby  reduce  the  possibilities — in  mild 
cases  of  discomfort,  in  severe  cases  of  chronic  ill-health  and  invalid¬ 
ness.  One  has  only  to  instance  displacements  of  uterus  and  prolapse 
which,  if  treated  at  once,  would  have  saved  many  women  years  of 
loss  of  health  and  suffering.
